Quit East Monday 
and Tuesday.

New York, May 21.—{Special.]—The 
first definite plans for sending the Illi- 
nois men of the 33d division home fo 
Chicago were formulated today. 

On Monday and Tuesday 10,400 
troops will entrain for Chicago. They 
will go in twenty-one trains, which 
will leave Camp Mills at intervals of 
ene hour. It will take from fifteen to 
twenty houre to assemble them for 
the parade. Chicago, prepare for some 
parade! 


Just what units will entrain has not| . 


been determined by the transportation 
officers, but it is almost certain that 
the 132d infantry, the old 24 Illinois, 
will be included; also the 130th in- 
fantry. 

Tt ts thet the 200th 
nition train, made up of men of the 
old “Fighting 7th,” which is due to- 
morrow on the cruiser Charleston, will 
also be in the 10,400. 

Not Engineers on Charleston. 


It was definitely learned today that 


it ie the 108th ammunition train, and 
not the 108th engineers, which is due 
on the Charleston. This came from a 
wireless message sent by Capt. Frank 
A. Cull of Company A of the ammuni- 
tion train to his folks in Chicago. Capt. 
Cull and his brother, Sergt. James

Through an error in wireless the 
108th engineers were reported on both 
the Charleston and the Harrisburg, 
which is due to dock Saturday.
